In addition to tins the University got a loan of 21 lacs of rujioes 
fnuu the State (J )verninent for tlie construction of (he tirst storey of tlie 
Diamond Jubilee Hostel at 0 per cent iut.'rc'sl. 11 is a liability .jf tlie

The University needs a number of hostels for its increasiiiir ourol- 
meats and the University Crants Committee has also rec.unmcmicd the 
ease of the University to the trovernment.

New Developments :—New courses of study in Languages (Certifi¬ 
cate and Diploma) have been adopted. Important changes in the Regu¬ 
lations relate to (i) Diploma Examination in Child Health, (ii Diploma 
course in Industrial Health, (iii) Degree Course in Architecture, (iv) B.E, 
pint I and part II Examination (v) M.B.B.S. Examination. 

The first batch of students for M.A, or M.Sc. in Education will 
appear in 1951. Candidates for tlie Mati ioulotion, Intermediate and B.A. 
Examinations were as before allowed the option of writing their answers 
in Bengali. The control of the University over Secondary Education 
leading to the Matriculation Examination has passed on to the newly 
established Secondary Board ot Education, West Bengal with eifect 
from April, 1951. 

The Institute of Jute Technology started functioning from 2-1-51. 

The Department of Social work is continuing its work of training 
Labour Welfare Officers. 

The Scheme for starting part-time evening course foi Junior busi¬ 
ness and Industiial executives is awaiting approval of the Government of 
India. 

Additions and Alterations :—14 new Intermediate Colleges including 
two women’s Colleges were established with effect from July, 1950. The 
total number of recognised Schools upto 31-12-50 was 1126. 

Research Activities :—The year was also remarkable for many re¬ 
search activities in almost all the departments of Arts and Sciences. 

Two students were awarded Premchand Roychand Studentship in 
letters to enable them to carry on their researches in ‘Studies in Jaina 
Iconography’ and ‘Studies in Philosophy of Science.’ The same student¬ 
ship was awarded in Science to a candidate for Ids researches in ‘Ionos¬ 
pheric study at Calcutta for half solar cycle, 1944-48.* The Jubilee 
Research Prize was awarded to a candidate for his thesis ‘Prices and 
Wages in India in the post-war period’. 

Visitors, Special Lecturers, etc :—The university was fortunate in 
having the following eminent persons, among others, as visitors during 
the year :— 

Dr. T. M. Harris, a distinguished Palaobotanist, Professor of 
Bolany at Reading University. 
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Dr. Pierre Gouron, Professor of Tropical Geography at the College 
de France and the Brussels University. 

Foreign Scholars under the Government of India Cultural Relations 
Scheme—6 Foreign Scholars coming from different countries were admit¬ 
ted to different courses of this University on the recommendation of the 
Government of India. The University under this scheme agreed to bear 
half of the expenditure incurred on behalf of this scheme. 

3. Students went abroad under the Government of India modified 
overseas scholarship scheme. 

Refugee studevts :—On account of the disturbances in East Pakistan 
in March 1950, the University relaxed some rules regarding admission 
of displaced students from East Pakistan to various University examina¬ 
tions. The students were granted exemption from payment of migration 
and examination fees on the recommendation of the Education Depart¬ 
ment of the Government of West Bengal. The loss of the University in 
this behalf was arranged to be made good by the State Government by 
a special grant. 


Construction or Extention of Buildings The Buildings now under 
construction for the Departments of Applied Chemistry, Applied Physics, 
Radio-Physics and Electronics and N^uclear Physics with the grants 
received from the Government of India are nearing completion. Extension 
of the Jhargram Agricultural Institute Building has been made. Steps 
have been taken for the construction of the Students’ Hostel for the 
Post Graduate Science students on a suitable site. 


Physical activities : —The activities of the University sports Board 
went on as usual. The Inter Collegiate Tournaments in the following

The cost of new huildines and equipment for the Faculty of Euffi- 
neoring lias now b,‘en ascertained at Hs. 14,000,000, and the Cabinet has 
agreed to provnle tiussum. It will bring tho total estimated capital ex- 
pendituie to J^s. {)(j,'')00,000. Hie question of erecting a University 
Hospital and establishing a second Medical School has heen under dis^- 
cussion with the Gov'crnment, hut had not hinui concluded when Cabinet 
dissension caused tho resignation of the Minister of Health. Meanwhile 
the University’s annual grant has been increased to Ks. 5,.')00,000. 


Admissions :— 

A comprehensive report on the Preliminary Examination of December 
1950 has been published in order to help the schools. There were 1804 
candidates, of whom 508 or 27.9 per cent, were accepted for admission. 
The totals include private candidates, most of whom ai*e candidates of 
low academic quality who have been rejected as school candidates on 
previous occasions. There were 559 private candidates, of whom only 
72 or 12.9 ])er cent, were accepted. Since many of tho candidates accep¬ 
ted had been compelled to seek employment on account of poverty, or 

wore persons who had been educated through Sinhalese or Tamil and 
liter qualified in English, tho University is reluctant to put further rest¬ 
rictions on private candidates, although it has to examine eight candi¬ 
dates in order to find one suitable for admission. 


The system of selection after interview, instituted last year, opera¬ 
ted with much greater efficiency this year. Tt was found, too, that it is 
having a salutary effect on both schools and students. It i.s becoming 
more generally recognized that games and other extra-curricular activi¬ 
ties, art and music, general reading, social service, and other forms of 
general education, are not “fields’*, but are essential to university edu¬ 
cation. It is much too early to say that the problem of general education

has been solved, but the combined efforts of the University and the 
Ministry of Education are making an impression. Tlii.s year’s report 
emphatically condemns premature specialization, especially the failure 
to teach Science to Arts students and the tendency for those intending 
to study Medicine oi Engineering to concentrate on Science subjects from 
the age of 14. Excellent evidence was found by a detailed examination 
of the best candidates in Engineering. It was shown that only 35 per 
cent, of these really good students had offered only compulsory languages, 
Mathematics and Science for the School Certificate, wliile 20 per cent!^ of 
the first-class candidates had offered no Science at all for tiie School 
Certificate. The conclusion seems to be that excessive specialization is 
quite unnecessary. 


The number of women admitted was 139, giving a sex-ratio of 1 to 
2.7, which must be compared with the ratio in the University in 1950-51, 
which was 1 to 4.8. In 1942 the sex-ratio was I to 8.2. This persistent 
lowering of the ratio is indicative of a rapid change in public opinion. 
Tlie evidence suggests, however, that it is still limited to the wealthier 
classes. Through free education and a comprehensive system of financial 
assistance (which applied in 1950-51 to 26 per cent, of students) the class- 
distribution of the male students is being altered, but the number of 
women from the poorer classes is still small. 


Staff 

In the course of one term we had the misfortune to lose three of 
our senior professors from heart trouble—a poignant reminder of the 
importance of research in this field for which, as it happens, we are ex¬ 
pecting a grant from the Rockfeller Foundation. Sir Francis Soertsz, K. C.,

Student Welfare and Activities :— 

In antici])ation of the ivunoval to Peradcuix'a, the Council has autho- 
lised the creation a secmul post of University Medical Officer, and i 
new pr)st ol' Assistant Director of Physical Ediuuition is being established. 
The Board of Residence and Discipline has now provided for an annual 
medical e.xamination for all students, and in»t merely for fieshmeu, as 
liitherto. The Mantoux test is compulsory', but l>. C. (1. inoculation is 
optional. 

The Athletics team considers itself unfortnn:it(‘ not to have wf)u tlio 
Inter-University contest at Allahabad last v'oar. It has lost sonn^ of its 
best men this year, but has gained some good Ireshmen from tlie sch<*ols. 
Its potentialities are ditlicult to estimate, but it seems lik(dy to be weaker 
on the track and stronger in the liehl. One-fifth of tlie students (and a 
much higher proportion of tfie men) are swimming, but the teams will 
I)robably be not so good as in recent years, (hdeket remains steady at a 
little above the .second-rate ; but Tennis and Badminton an^ improving. 
Wo were glad to organize the Boxing last year, and sorry that only 
Madras could semi a Uuim. The immediate result of tlio prospect of a 
competition was a considerable improvement in our own standards. 


Buildings and Equipment — 

In Peradeniya the Arts Block aiul three Halts of Rosidonce have 
been completed, while one of the Arts Theatrtis aiul three Halls of Resi¬ 
dence ate nearing completion. 109 staff houses are cither ready or nearly 
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ready for ocoupafcion. The first group of playiag-fiolds have bom levelled 
but are not yet laid out. 

The capital of the University Press has been increased to 
Rs. 250,000. It is now undertaking the printing of all pamphlets and will 
be in a position to print books when the new machinery arrives. 

Finance :— 

The income of the University on General Account in 1949-50 was 
Hs. 4,330,403, or lls. 222,S03 more than had been estimated. The ex¬ 
penditure on the satno Account was Rs. 4,007,120, or Rs. 100,575 less than 
was anticipated. The Account therefore showed a surplus of Rs. 323,283, 
which was carried to General Reserve. This brought the General Reserve 
to Rs 404,.337, and accordingly the Council transferred Rs, 215,000 to the 
General Endowment Fund for investment.

Two Second Grade Colleges (for Wunion)—Lady Doak ColIcgOf 
Madura and St. Mary’s College, Tuticorin—and one Second Grade College 
for men—Government College, Cnddapah—have been raised to the First 
Crfade by opening B. A. Degree Courses. Additional courses in Coin- 
m^^rce, Science and in the Humanities group have boon opened in certain 
other Colleges. 

It has been possible to meet to a large extent the demand for

Regulations and Syllabuses have been framed for the Degree of 
Bacheor of Dentistry (B, D. S.).

1. .In accordance with the general plan of tl)e University for intro- 
duct ion ot rndian languages as media of instruction on a compulsorv 
basis by stages, Hindi and Marathi media have now been made compui- 
sory at the Intermediate Arts and Science stages, English medium being, 
however, permissible under certain exceptional circumstances*. On an 
optional basis, Hindi and Marathi have also been introduced as media for 
the 1>. A. course from the year 1951-52. The Univeisity luas, with the 

so far published 24 text-books for the Inter¬ 
mediate Science course. 4 ho remaining 10 books required for the course 
will also be published during the current academic year. Arrangements 
for preparation of li. Sc. text-books are also in progn^ss. So far as 
technical terms are concerned, teachers and students Imve betm permit¬ 
ted to use either English technical terms or the terms coined by i)r. 
Kaghu Vira froin Sanskrit roots. As .stated by the \’ice-Cliancelior iii 
his “Foreword” in the text-books in Hindi ami Maratlii, “the tinal shap:i 
of the cultural media of the new India will, after all, be moulded bv that 
intellectual commerce between the teacher and tlio taught which we call 
University education. The scheme of Nagpur University leaves the 
choice as between the Sanskritic technical terms and their English equi¬ 
valents to the teachers and the students thernselve.s. The Text-books 
i>(;ing published under the scluunf? give the new Sanskritic technical 
terms as well as their English ecpiivalents and b:)th teachers and students 
are at the present stage, permitted to use either of them according to their 
convenience and recjuiremcnts. Adoption of tliis course cuts across the 
luevailing controversy with regarfl to the structure of technical terms 
and, at tlie same time, gives the newly coined terms an opportunity to 
be judged on their own merits along with tlieir English competitors in 
the academic field '.

Health of Students :— 

6. The periodical medical inspection of stmlents was continued as 
in previous years. In addition, a scheme of detailed Health Survey of 
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University students was worked during the year. It included an ex¬ 
tensive and complete examination of the students of two representative 
colleges in Nagpur (Nagpur Mahavidaylaya, and S. B. City College) and 
was carried out by specialists in the various fields of medicine. The 
survey was made on the lines of a similar survey made recently by the 
University of Sheffield. The survey has yielded interesting and signifi¬ 
cant results and its report will be shortly published. 


National Cadot Corps ; 

7, The N. C. C. (Senior Division) has made satisfactory pro- 
Sress .luring tho year. The total number of cadets in the University is 
J3o and that of Teacher Officers, 29. The University had requested the 
Oorornment to increase the strength of the N. C. C., but, for financial 
reasons, this has not been found practicable so far.

The diamond of four 
authorities forms a strong stable structure for the University. 

The composition of most of the Authorities h.as been altered on the 
lines recommeudcl by the University Commission, The procedure laid 
down for the appoinlment of the Vice-Chancellor not only eliminates 
election at the Senate level, it removes even the possibility of canva.ssine 
Syndicate members. Six ye.ars period is prescribed as the maximum 
tenure for a V. C., although it is possible to have a change at the end of 
the first tenure of 3 years. The appointment of the j:)eans is left in the 
lianas of tlie Vice-Chancellor, but definite categories based on academic 
qualification, status and experience are prescribed from which he can 
make the choice. 


Power has been given to the University to make due provision for 
external students i. e. those who cannot for valid reasons join colleges as 
regular students. However, for the present, those who study in the even¬ 
ing classes of affiliated Degree colleges have been regarded as external 
students and facility provided for them to appear only at the B. A. and 
B. Com. Examinations of the University. Such students studying in the 
evening classes will be awarded the usual degree as given to internal 
students with an entry in the diploma of the words “passed as an extern¬ 
al student”.
